To  the  CHAIRMAN  & MEMBERS  of  the  HARWICH  PORT  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 


Dear  Mr. Chairman  and  Members, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  i960.  This  is 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  instructions  and  is  a 
survey  report. 

The  work  of  the  Port  Health  Services  have  been  maintained  satisfac- 
torily throughout  the  year. 

The  duties  of  such  services  include s- 

(a)  The  prevention  of  the  importation  of  infectious  disease. 

(b)  The  supervision  of  the  hygiene  of  crew  and  passenger 
accommodation  in  ships. 

(c)  The  supervision  of  the  hygiene  of  quays, docks, warehouses  etc. 

(d)  The  inspection  of  imported  foodstuffs. 

These  duties  are  carried  out  under  powers  granted  by  the  Public 
Health  Act, 1936,  and  other  Acts  and  Regulations,  which  include  the  Public 
Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1952  and  1954?  the  International  Sanitary 
Regulations,  the  Imported  Food  Regulations,  the  Clean  Air  Act ,1956, etc. 

Your  particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  remarks  regarding 
Salmonella  investigations  and  also  the  comments  relating  to  the  New  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations 

In  the  section  relating  to  the  Inspection  of  Aliens  it  was  considered 
useful  to  indicate  those  aliens  who  were  coming  to  this  Country  on  an  "Au 
Pair"  basis.  This  figure  is  considerable  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  "import  curve"  runs  parallel  with  that  of  Labour  Permits  as  shown 
by  the  figures  overleaf-

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SECTION  III.  CHARACTER  OF  SHIPPING  AND  TRADE  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

(I)  EXTENT  AND  JURISDICTION  OF  THE  PORT  OF  HARWICH. 

By  a general  order  dated  30th  June  1899*  and  Section  II., 
the  limits  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  Port  are  given  as  follows s- 
Article  10.  "The  jurisidction  of  the  said  Port  Health  Authority 
shall  exdend  to  the  whole  of  the  Customs  Port  of  Harwich,  except 
so  much  as  lies  to  the  sea-ward  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  the 
most  southerly  point  of  Landguard  Point  to  the  sea^-ward  extremity 
of  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Harwich,  and  with  that 
exception  the  area  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Health 
Authority  shall  include  the  waters  of  the  said  Port,  and  all  dr cks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  bays,  roads  and  streams 
within  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places,  which  may  from  time 
to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations, 
for  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appoint- 
ed for  the  mooring,  or  anchoring  of  the  ships  for  the  said  Port,  under 
any  regulations,  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Statues  in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 
which,  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  hereunder, 
shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as 
aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither". 

This  district  extends  to  a straight  line  from  Shotley  Spit  Buoy  to 
Flagboro  Cliff  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Orwell,  also  to  Tidal  waters 
in  the  River  Stour,  which  includes  Mistley  Quay. 

(II)  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  VESSELS 
(a)  PARKESTON  QUAY. 

This  was  opened  in  1883  and  extended  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  and  also  in  1934*  The  total  length  of  the  Quay  is  3947  feet 
giving  8 rail  served  berths.  There  is  20  ft.  of  water  alongside  at 
L.W.O.S.T.  Arrivals  and  sailings  of  vessels  are  not  normally  subject 
to  tidal  restrictions.  From  Darkest on  Quay  there  are  nightly  and 
daily  services  to  the  Hook  of  Holland.  There  is  also  a regular  passen- 
ger service  to  Esbjerg.  In  addition  the  is  are  frequent  sailings  of 
cargo  vessels  to  Antwerp  and  Rotterdam. 

The  Ministry  of  Transport  operate  a service  between  Parkeston 
Quay  and  the  Hook  of  Holland  for  military  personnel.  Two  vessels 
are  used  for  this  service.  S.S. Vienna  having  been  withdrawn  on  the 
2nd  July  i960. 


(b)  HARWICH 

(i)  The  Train  Ferry  Terminal  was  erected,  in  1924  and.  maintains 
daily  sailings  (increased  to  14  or  15  per  week  as  required)  between 
Harwich  and  Zeebrugge.  By  means  of  this  service  goods  are  conveyed 
without  trans-shipment  between  most  parts  of  Europe  and  Great  Britain. 

(ii)  The  Old  Continental  Pier  was  originally  built  in  i860  and  used 
by  the  Railway  Company  Steamers  to  the  Continent  prior  to  the  opening 
of  Parkeston  Quay  in  1883.  It  was  taken  over  for  use  by  the  Trinity 
House  in  1955* 

(iii ) Steamboat  Passenger  Pier.  This  was  constructed  about  I85O  by 
the  Harwich  Corporation  and  transferred  to  the  Great  Eastern  Railway 
in  I872.  The  British  Transport  Commission  has  a legal  obligation  to 
maintain  the  pier  in  repair.  It  is  used  for  the  Ferry  services  which 
operate  between  Harwich,  Shotley  and  Felixstowe. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  a small  Quay  at  the  Harwich 
Gas  Works  used  by  Coal  Carrying  Vessels. 

Local  shrimping  and  fishing  boats  operate  from  Harwich. 

(c)  FELIXSTOWE  DOCK 

The  Dock,  originally  intended  to  be  a Tidal  Basin  of  a large 
Graving  Dock,  was  constructed  about  80  years  ago 

Extensive  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  undertaken  in 
recent  years  and  arc  still  in  progress.  On  completion  (which  is  antici- 
pated in  the  latter  part  of  1961)  the  Dock  will  offer  more  than  18  hun<- 
dred  feet  of  berthing  space  all  with  a depth  of  at  least  20  feet  at

There  is  ample  provision  of  storage  sheds,  warehouses  etc. 

Trade  in  the  Dock  shows  continued  improvement  with  509  foreign 
arrivals  i a i960  compared  with  426  in  1959  and  281  in  1958 

(d)  HISTLEY  QUAY 

This  Quay  is  situated  about  10  miles  up  the  river  S^our.  A total 
length  of  Quay  frontage  is  860  feet  and  vessels  with  a draught  of  10-11 
feet  can  use  the  berths  on  suitable  tides.  The-  Quay  is  used  mainly  by 
small  vessels  conveying  grain  or  timber. 
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(ill)  PRINCIPAL  PORTS  from  which  ships  arrive §- 

Hook  of  Holland,  Antwerp,  Rotterdam  , Zeehrugge,  Esbjerg. 

Amsterdam,  Krefeld,  Haalingen,  Hamburg,  Copenhagen,  Emden, 
Dordrecht,  Bremen,  La  Spezia.  Genoa,  Venice,  Gothenburg, 

Bergen.  Various  Timber  Ports  in  Sweden  and  Finland. 

(IV)  CARGO  TRAFFIC. 

Principal  IMPORTS s- 

Strawboards, Bottled  Beer,  Tinned  Foodstuffs  including 
boneless  meat,  frozen  pork.  Chemicals  including  liquid  chemicals 
in  bulk.  Fruit,  Vegetables,  Meat, Bacon,  Offals,  Fish  Shellfish, 
Dairy  Produce,  Biscuits,  Yeast,  Confectionery,  Horsemeat,  Textiles, 
Apparel,  Wines,  Spirits,  Paper,  Machinery,  Motor  Cars,  Fuel  Oils, 
Timber,  Grain,  Electrical  Goods,  Bulbs,  Plants,  Films,  Animals, 
Carpets,  Furniture.

SECTION  IV.  INLAND  BARGE  TRAFFIC. 

There  is  no  Inland  Barge  Traffic  at  the  Port. 

SECTION  V.  WATER  SUPPLY 

(1)  Source  of  Supply 

The  water  to  Harwich  and  Parkeston  Quay (and  the  shipping  there)  is 
supplied  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company.  The  water  is  obtain- 
ed from  deep  bores  at  Lawford  and  Dedham,  and  is  chlorinated. 

The  water  for  shipping  at  Felixstowe  Dock  is  from  the  private  supply 
of  the  Dock  Company.  The  source  is  a spring  at  Peewit  Hill.  There  is  a 
chlorination  plant  at  the  storage  reservoir. 

The  water  for  shipping  at  Mistley  Quay  is  piped  from  Messrs. Free  Rod- 
well's  private  supply  for  their  Maltings.  This  is  obtained  from  a deep 
bore. 

(2)  Reports  of  tests  for  contamination. 

Twenty  samples  from  quay  hydrants  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year.  Of  these,  eighteen  were  reported  as 
Satisfactory,  and  two  as  Unsatisfactory.  It  was  found  that  the  covers 
to  the  two  hydrants  reported  as  unsatisfactory  were  defective.  Request 
was  made  to  the  Dock  Company  for  repair  of  these  hydrant  covers.  Samples 
taken  after  covers  were  repaired  were  reported  as  Satisfactory. 

Two  samples  were  submitted  from  tanks  of  vessels.  These  were  reported 
both  Satisfactory. 

The  Shipping  Companies  at  the  Port  are  carrying  out  the  Ministry  of 
Transport's  recommendations  regarding  cleansing  of  fresh  water  tanks  on 
vessels  - i.e.  tanks  are  cleaned  and  cement  washed  every  twelve  months, 
and  opened  up  six  months  after  this  has  been  carried  out,  and  cleansed, 
and  if  necessary  re-cemented. 

(3)  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes. 

The  supply  hydrants  are  all  in  water-tight  chambers,  which  are  provided 
with  drainage  and  proper  covers.  Care  is  taken  to  see  that  chambers  and 
covers  are  maintained  in  proper  condition.  Rubber  or  plastic-lined  hoses 
are  used  for  filling  tanks.  These  hoses  are  cleansed,  and  stored  in  proper 
lockers  after  use. 

(4)  Water  Boats. 

There  are  no  water  boats  in  use  at  the  Port. 
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SECTION  VI.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas  (Regulation  6) 

A list  is  maintained  of  Ports  another  areas  which,  are  in- 
fected or  believed  to  be  infected  with  any  of  the  quarantinable 
diseases  (e.g. Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Smallpox,  Typhus  or 
Relapsing  Fever).  The  List  is  kept  up  to  date  from  information 
contained  in  ‘the  Weekly  Epidemiological  Record  issued  by  the 
World  Health  Organisation  from  Geneva.  The  contents  of  this 
List,  amended  as  may  be  required  are  supplied  to  the  Chief  Preven- 
tative Officer,  Harwich  Customs  and  to  the  Chief  Port  Health  Inspec- 
tor. 

(2)  Radio  Messages.  (Regulation  12-14) 

(a)  As  Harwich  is  not  a Radio  Transmitting  Port  there  is  no 
arrangement  for  sending  messages  by  radio  granting  permission  for 
ships  to  enter  the  district. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  or  suspect- 
ed Infectious  Disease  or  other  circumstances  requiring  the  attention 
of  the  Medical  Officer  messages  sent  by  radio  through  North  Foreland 
are  transmitted  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer.  The  action  varies  in 
accordance  with  the  nature  of  the  message. 

(3)  Messages  are  also  received  by  signals  in  accordance  with 

Regulation  15. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulation  22) 

There  is  one  mooring  station  in  the  Port  District.  This  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  a line  drawn  from  Fagborough  Cliff  to  the 
Steamboat  Passenger  Pier,  Harwich,  and  on  the  South  by  a line  drawn 
from  Martello  Tower  to  the  Look-out,  Harwich. 

To  this  Station  infected  ships  or  suspected  ships  are  directed 
in  accordance  with  Regulations  22-30  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships) 
Regulations.  The  general  procedure  is  fully  known  to  all  the  Pilots 
using  the  Port. 

(5)  (a)  Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  accommodated 
at  Myland  Hospital,  Colchester. 

(b)  Every  attempt  is  made  to  follow  up  and  deal  with  contacts, 
notice  being  sent  if  necessary  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  area  to  which  contacts  are  going. 
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(c)  Disinfection  and  cleansing  of  the  affected  portion  of  the 
ship  is  carried  out  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors.  During  the 
year  the  Disinfecting  Station  of  the  Harwich  Borough  Council 
was  used  on  two  occasions  by  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

SECTION  VII  - SMALLPOX 

Cases  of  smallpox  are  sent  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Ipswich,  which  is  designated  a "first  line"  Hospital.  Should 
accommodation  there  not  be  available.'  Myland  Hospital,  Colchester, 
(designated  a "second  line"  Hospital)  is  prepared  to  accept 
cases.  Dr. John  Kershaw  is  available  as  a consultant  if  required. 
Laboratory  investigations  for  smallpox  virus  are  now  carried  out 
at  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Colindale. 

SECTION  VIII  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 

The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  in  charge  of  a 
Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  V.D.  which  is  held  at  the  Harwich  and 
District  Hospital  at  the  following  times s- 

Tuesday  ....  9*00  - 9«30  a.m. 

Thursday  ....  5»30  - 6.30  p.m. 

and  at  other  times  by  appointment. 

Notices  advertising  the  place  and  times  of  Clinic  Sessions  are 
exhibited  in  suitable  places  and  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  seek  to 
ensure  that  the  facilities  are  made  known  to  seamen  using  the  Port.

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SECTION  X OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  OCCURRENCE  OP  MALARIA  ON  SHIPS 


No  cases  of  Malaria  were  reported  on  any  vessels  during  the  year. 

SECTION  XI.  MEASURES  TAKEN  AGAINST  SHIPS  INFECTED  WITH  OR  SUSPECTED 
FOR  PLAGUE 

Practically  all  the  foreign  arrivals  are  from  Continental  Ports 
which  are  not  likely  to  he  affected  with  Plague,  consequently  there  is 
very  little  risk  of  Plague  infected  or  suspected  ships  arriving  at  the 
Port.  Should  the  necessity  arise,  however,  the  measures  laid  down  in 
Part  I of  the  Fourth  Schedule  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 

1952,  would  be  put  into  operation  as  far  as  applicable. 

SECTION  XII.  MEASURES  TAKEN  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS. 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats. 

Vessels  are  inspected  as  cargoes  are  discharged,  and  examinations 
made  of  holds, galleys,  stores  etc.,  and  of  cargoes  for  evidence  of  rat 
infestation.  Members  of  crews  and  men  working  in  the  holds  are  instructed 
that  any  signs  of  rats  must  be  reported  to  this  Authority.  The  class  of 
cargoes  carried,  and  the  short  duration  of  voyages  do  not  encourage  rodent 
infestation.  Slight  evidence  of  rat  infestation  were  found  on  two  vessels 
during  the  year.  Poisoned  baits  were  laid  on  these  vessels. 

Visits  are  made  to  vessels  laid  up  in  the  River  Stour,  to  ensure  that 
there  is  no  rat  infestation  on  the  vessels. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  Felixstowe  Dock  and  Mistley  Quay  to  inspect 
quays,  warehouses,  etc.,  for  rodent  infestation. 

The  British  Railways  Rodent  Operators  made  regular  visits  to  Harwich 
and  Parkeston  Quay  to  carry  out  treatments  against  infestations  on  quays, 
warehouses,  river  banks  etc.,  under  the  supervision  of  this  Authority. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  of 
rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague,  including  the  number 
of  rodents  send  for  examination  during  the  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Ipswich 
for  examination  of  rodents  for  rodent  plague. 

No  rats  were  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year. 
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(3)  Arrangements  in  the  District  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods  used, 

and  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of  the  contractor. 

All  the  vessels  which  applied  for  deratting  Certificates  during  the 
year  were  found  to  he  free  from  rat  infestation,  and  were  granted  Exemp- 
tion Certificates. 

Small  infestations  can  he  treated  hy  the  Inspectors  of  this  Authority 
by  trapping  or  poisoning. 

Small  infestations  on  Railway-owned  vessels  can  he  treated  hy  their 
own  rodent  operators  under  the  supervision  of  this  Authority. 

Large  infestations  would  he  treated  either  hy  a fumigation  with 
hydrogen  cyanide,  or  poisoning  with  dodium  fluoroacatate  (l080).  This 
would  he  carried  out  hy  Commercial  Contractors,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  Associated  Fumigators,  Victoria  Dock,  London,  or  Ridpests  Ltd., 

18,  Andrew  Street,  London,  to  carry  out  this  work  if  required. 

(4)  Progress  in  Rat-proofing  Ships 

The  majority  of  vessels  using  the  Port  are  of  modern  construction. 
Foodstores  are  rat-proof,  doors  are  tight  fitting,  and  spaces  around  pipes 
etc,  and  holes  in  partitions  and  bulkheads  are  protected  hy  expanding  metal; 
of  fine  mesh.  Openings  to  ventilation  ducts  in  holds  etc.  are  similarly 
protected. 

Fortysix  vessels  applied  for  examination  for  Deratting  Certificates 
during  the  year.  All  these  vessels  were  found  to  he  free  from  rat  infes- 
tation, and  were  granted  Exemption  Certificates. 

Nine  Coastwise  Vessels  were  issued  with  Rodent  Control  Certificates

Most  of  the  defects  found  in  vessels  during  the  year  were  of  a minor 
character,  and  were  rectified  when  Drought  to  the  attention  of  the  Masters 
or  Owners.  Ventilation  to  engine  rooms  on  two  vessels  was  considered  unsatis' 
factory.  This  was  Drought  to  the  attention  of  the  Owners,  and  inlet  and  ex- 
traction fans  were  fitted.  The  majority  of  vessels  inspected  were  found  to 
De  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  it  v/as  generally  found  that' 
crews  appreciate  the  improved  accommodation  which  is  now  provided  for  them, 
and  look  after  their  quarters. 
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Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels Regulations,  1958 


These  Regulations  made  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  lay  down  permitted 
periods  for  the  emission  of  Dark  or  Black  Smoke  from  vessels.  Six 
verbal  warnings  were  issued  to  vessels  for  emitting  Dark  Smoke  in  con- 
travention of  these  Regulations.  The  emissions  were  caused  through  in- 
sufficient care  being  taken  when  firing,  and  ceased  within  a short  while 
of  the  attention  of  the  Master  being  drawn  to  the  matter.  Most  of  the 
vessels  using  the  Port  are  motor  vessels  or  oil  fired,  and  smoke  emission 
from  vessels  does  not  constitute  a very  great  problem  at  the  Port.

SECTION  XVII.  POOD  INSPECTION 

Public  Health  (imported  Food)Regulations 

All  foodstuffs  landed  at  the  Port  was  subject  to  routine  inspection 
under  these  Regulations.  Quantities  and  descriptions  of  foodstuffs  landed 
are  shown  in  Appendix  I.  Foodstuffs  seized  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  are 
shown  in  Appendix  II. 


The  fresh  meat  traffic  from  Holland  was  maintained  during  the  year. 

This  consisted  mainly  of  calf  and  pig  carcasses,  offals,  beef  tenderloins  and 
pork  loins.  Most  of  this  meat  is  transported  under  very  satisfactory  conditions- 
the  meat  mainly  being  carried  in  insulated  containers  kept  at  a low  temperature 
by  dry  ice.  All  of  this  meat  if  of  first  class  quality. 
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The  investigation  into  Salmonellae  infection  of  this  meat  and 
offals  was  continued  during  the  year,  in  co-operation  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Ipswich.  5.80  samples  in  all  were  submitted  for 
examination,  of  which,  3 ?°i°  from  calf  carcasses,  l6»l}  from  pig  carcasses, 
14.0$  calves  sweetbreads,  18.1$  pigs  kidneys  and  4»3^  calves  livers  were 
positive  for  Salmonellae.  Endeavours  were  made  to  find  out  how  tb®e  results 
compare  with  similar  investigations  into  home-killed  meat,  but  it  would 
apear  that  a present,  there  is  not  a great  deal  of  information  available 
on  the  subject,  although  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  now  set 
up  a Working  Party  to  investigate  this.  Complete  results  of  the  investi- 
gation are  shown  in  Appendix  IV.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  forward- 
ed thse  results  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  I would  like  to  express  ny 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Dixon  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Ipswich  for  the 
work  he  has  carried  out  in  this  matter. 

Increased  quantities  of  tinned  foods  have  been  landed.  Bacteriologi- 
cal examinations  have  shown  that  several  samples  of  tinned  meats  from 
Yugoslavia  were  not  sterile,  and  unless  stored  under  refrigeration,  this 
will  impair  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  meats. 

Two  consignments  of  meat  products  arrived  without  official  Certificates 
as  required  by  the  Regulations.  These  were  re-exported. 

Increased  quantities  of  fruit  and  vegetables  have  been  imported  during 
the  year.  A good  part  of  these  are  now  stowed  on  pallets  which  are  loaded 
direct  into  trucks,  resulting  in  less  handling,  and  loss  damage  whilst  load- 
ing. During  a rough  crossing,  a large  container  in  the  hold  of  a vessels 
where  fruit  and  vegetables  were  stowed,  broke  loose,  causing  considerable 
damage  and  resulting  in  the  condemnation  of  a considerable  quantity  of  the 
cargo. 

Regular  importations  of  horse  meat  and  horse  offals  were  made  from 
Yugoslavia  and  Hungary.  This  meat  is  for  animal  foods  and  not  for  human 
consumption.  Public  Health  Authorities  of  the  towns  to  where  this  meat 
is  consigned  have  been  notified  of  this  traffic. 

The  considerable  quantities  of  Danish  and  Dutch  fish  landed  - iced 
and  frozen  - were  all  in  prime  condition. 

There  is  a regular  traffic  in  Danish  mussels  - live  and  pickled, 
and  Dutch  live  oysters.  These  were  regularly  sampled  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  these  samples  were  reported  as  Satisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  Danish  Dried  Egg  submitted  for  examination  were  all 
reported  as  free  from  Salmonellae. 
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Several  consignments  of  foodstuffs  have  "been  landed  at  Felixstowe 
Dock  during  the  year.  Extra  visits  have  had  to  be  made  to  the  Dock  for 
inspection  of  these. 

Reports  on  foodstuffs  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  are  shown  in  Appendix  III. 

A total  of  20  tons  6 cwts.  20  lbs.  of  foodtuffs  was  seized  as  un- 
fit for  human  consumption  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations 

Twentyone  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  under  these 
Regulations# 

Raspberry  Jam  from  Germany  was  reported  as  containing  200  p.p.m. 
sulphur  di-oxide,  whereas  the  limit  of  S02  permitted  in  Jams  by  the  Regula- 
tions is  100  p.p.m.  This  consignment  was  re-exported. 

Various  Jams  from  Switzerland  were  reported  as  containing  benzoic 
acid-  a preservative  not  permitted  in  Jams.  These  consignments  were  re-export- 
ed. 

Tubes  of  Anchovy  Paste  from  Germany  were  reported  as  containing  benzoic 
acid,  which  the  Regulations  do  not  allow.  The  consignment  was  re-exported. 

Strawberry  Pulp  from  Holland  contained  1680  p.p.m.  sulphur  di-oxide, 
which  is  within  the  permitted  limit  of  2000  p.p.m. 

Colouring  TJatter  in  Food  Regulations,  1957 • 

Five  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  under  these  Regulations. 

Lump  Fish  Roes  (Mock  Caviare)  from  Denmark  was  reported  as  containing 
a non-permit ted  Blue  colour.  This  was  a sample  consignment.  The  Danish 
Authorities  and  the  Importer  were  informed  of  the  Analyst's  findings.  No 
further  consignments  have  been  received. 

Egg  Dyes  from  Germany  were  reported  as  containing  four  non-permitted 
Colours.  Although  these  dyes  are  for  colouring  the  shell  of  the  eggf  it  was 
considered  that  there  was  a risk  of  the  dye  reaching  the  interior  of  the  egg 
through  cracked  shells.  These  dyes  also  bore  a notice  stating  that  they 
complied  with  all  Public  Health  Regulations  of  this  Country.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  Importer,  and  no  further  consignments  have  been  received. 

Arsenic  in  Food  Regulations, 1959 » 

One  sample  of  Mustard  was  submitted  for  examination  under  these 
Regulations.  The  arsenic  content  - 0.2  p.p.m.  was  well  within  the  permitted 
permit  of  5*0  p.p.m. 
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Food  Hygiene  (Pocks  & Carriers  etc).  Regulations,  i960. 


These  Regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  November, I960 
(with  the  exception  of  certain  Regulations  dealing  with  structural 
alterations,  which  come  into  operation  on  1st  May,196l)  prescribe  require- 
ments to  secure  hygienic  handling  of  food  at  Docks,  Warehouses,  etc. 

They  deal  with  the  cleanliness  of  vessels, vehicles,  equipment  and  places 
where  food  is  handled,  cleanliness  of  workers  handling  food  and  of  their 
clothing.  They  prescribe  action  to  be  taken  where  food  handlers  suffer 
from  or  are  carriers  of  certain  infections  liable  to  cause  food  poisoning. 
They  also  deal  with  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  premises,  and  pro- 
vision of  water  supply  and  washing  facilities. 

Matters  taken  up  with  Port  Authorities  with  regard  to  these  Regulations 
include s- 

More  frequent  cleansing  of  berths  where  food  is  handled. 

Improved  cleanliness  of  railway  trucks  used  for  foodstuffs. 

Washing  facilities  where  required, for  food  handlers. 

Improved  accommodation  of  the  inspection  and  clearance  of 

fresh  meat. 

The  position  regarding  the  cleanliness  of  railway  trucks  used  for 
carrying  fish  and  bacon  is  still  not  regarded  as  satisfactory.  A truck 
v/ashing  plant  was  brought  into  operation  at  Parkeston  Quay  during  the 
year, but  this  was  not  very  successful  due  to  the  insufficient  pressure  of 
water.  It  has  been  used  on  occasions  when  the  truck  position  was  very 
acute.  The  ideal  practice  would  be  for  all  trucks  used  for  this  traffic 
to  be  washed  out  before  loading,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  could 
be  carried  out,  as  this  would  mean  having  a large  number  of  trucks  on  hand 
in  advance.  Very  often  there  is  an  acute  shortage  of  trucks  available  for 
loading. 

Food  Hygiene  (General Regulations, I960. 

These  Regulations  extended  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  to  food 
businesses  carried  on. from  home-going  ships.  "Home-going  ship "means  a 
boat  plying  exclusively  in  inland  waters  or  engaged  exclusively  in  coastal 
excursions.  There  are  no  vessels  of  this  description  based  on  the  Port 
at  present. 

Public  Health  (imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926. 

The  only  fresh  milk  or  cream  imported  was  for  the  American  Forces. 

This  is  not  subject  to  the  Food  Regulations  of  this  Country.
